In the opinion of West Berlin 
police, however, an intelligence service of the GDR or the Soviet 
union is behind it, According to West Berlin police, the list of 
hee, ehtitled "CIA From A to Z," compiled in loose~leaf form, 
could have been taken from an East Berlin propaganda brochure, 
"Who's Who in the CIA," published in 1969. The list, arranged i 
by continents, includes under "Europe" a few names from West 
Berlin as well. : 
| Typically the material is sent as follows: the letters often

the letters have incorrect, fictitious recipients
